THE GAME IN TASMANIA | 


With no less than fifteen teams 
engaged in the three competitions 
conducted by the Soccer Associa- 
tion, the present season is undoubt- 
edly a record one in the history of 
the round ball game in Tasmania, 
and it is also gratifying to note that 
the Northern Association is con- 
ducting affairs with its pre-war en- 
thusiasm. The latter body has re- 
quested the T.F.A, to submit dates 
for this year’s’ North vy. South 
matches, but final arrangements 
cannot be made until a definite date 
has been received from the Victor 
ian Association for the Tasmanii v, 
Victoria match at Melbourne. It is 
hoped that at least one North vy, 
South match will be played bef 
the inter-State match, so that tho 
selectors may be afforded an op 
portunity of seeing some of the 
Northern “cracks” in action. ‘The 
State championship match (North 
v. South League premiers) is also 
to take place at Launceston th 
Season, so that the Association wi 
have its hands pretty full with rep- 
resentative games before the season. 
closes, 

The four teams in the Division 1.

Every 
encouragement should be given to 
these lads by the Association, and I 
‘was pleased to hear that blackboard 
lectures are being arranged for the 
‘explanation of the finer points of the 
game to our young players, upon 
whom the future of football de- 
pends. ‘The present holders of the 
senior trophy, South Hobart, have 
a team which is almost entirely com~- 
posed of Tasmanian-born players 
who learnt the game as boys, con- 
Sequently the advantage of taking 
up the game at an early date is ap- 
parent.

INACCURATE INFORMATION 


(To the Editor). 

Sir,—In your issue. of June 3 an 
error is made regarding the matter 
of the taking a penalty kick. The 
paragraph reads: “A player taking 
a penalty kick cannot follow on 
and score from the rebound if the 
ball strikes the uprights or cross- 
bar. Offside is the ruling given.” 
Such a ruling appearing in the 
official journal of the Association 
would imply that Sydney referees 
are lacking in knowledge of the 
Laws of the Game. The player is 
not offside when he plays the ball 
the second time, he is penalised for 
the simple reason that the same 
player cannot play the bail twice 
without any other player interven- 
ing. Many followers of the code 
are unaware that a goal cannot be 
scored under the conditions enum- 
erated, as was manifest in a recent 
game on Wentworth Park, judging 
by the dissent from Referee’s rui- 
ing. 

Regarding the “Hints Refresh- 
ing Referees’ Memories,” it would 
perhaps be better for your con- 
tributor to consult with the Lec- 
true Committee of the Referees’ 
Association in so far as interpreta- 
tions of the Laws of the Game are 


concerned. The object of the As- 
sociation is to secure unanimity 
in interpretation, and whilst giving 
“Spec” credit for the best of in- 
tentions it would be well to have 
official decisions from an accredit- 
ed Association in preference to al- 
lowing knowledge to be disisemin- 
ated by irresponsible persons, 

The Referees’ Association wel- 
comes inquiries regarding intricate 
points of the game and same will 
be answered in the official columns 
set apart for that purpose in the 
“Soccer News.” The Association 
has also appointed one of its mem- 
bers (Referee McDougall) to con- 
vey general information on the 
Laws of the Game per medium of 
your columns and it .s thus obvi- 
ously unfair to thé Referees Asso- 
ciation representative to have, per- 
haps, conflicting interpretations. 

I would impress upon all clubs 
the necessity of securing the ser- 
vices of the Lecture Committee to 
dilate upon matters of importance 
regarding the playing of the game. 
Evidence is not lacking of a want 
of knowledge amongst exponents 
of the fine points which can be ad- 
vautageously exploited during the 
progress of a contest.

The ball is in play if it rebounds 
from a goal-post, crossbar, or a cor- 
ner flag staff into the field of play. 
The ball is in play if it touches the 
referee or a linesman when in the 
field of play. 


The ball. touching the referee or 
a linesman when he is in the field 
of play is still in play, though it 
might otherwise have gone into 
touch or over the goal-line, 


Linesmen should follow the game 
close to the touch-line and keep out 
of the field of play as much as 
possible. 


The ball is out of play when it has 
erossed the goalsline or touch-line, 
either on the ground or in the air. 

The ball going into touch in mid- 
air, and afterwards alighting in the 
field of play is out of play. This 
also refers to the goal-line. 


The bajl may roil along the touch- 
line or goal-line, and still be in play. 
The whole of the ball must have 
passed over and be ¢lear of the 
touch-line or goal-line before it is 
out of play. 


Law 5—The Throw-in.—“When the 
ball is in touch, a player of the oppo- 
site side to that which played it out 
shall throw it in from the point 
on the touch-line where it left the 
field of play. The player throwing 
the ball must stand on the touch- 
line facing the field of play, and 
shall throw the ball in over his head 
with both-hands in any direction, 
and it shall be in play when thrown 
in. A goal shall not be scored from 
a throw-in, and the thrower shall 
not again play until the ball has 
been played by another player.” 

This law is complied with if the 


player has any part of both feet on 
the line when he’ throws the ball 
in. 


The linesman should point out 
with his fiag to the place where the 
ball went into touch, and stand @ 
little behind the thrower to watch 
the throw-in, If the player does 
not throw the ball in properly the 
referee must give a free-kick. Am 
improper throw would be one te 
livered over the shoulder, ov with” 
one hand giving the impetus and 
the other merely guiding the ball, 
or if the thrower had not some part 
of both feet on the touch-line at 
the moment of throwing, or it the 
thrower merely dropped the bail and 
did not throw it.
